’’^hen drafted away from their native To.wns, "When they do, comply with 
orders and go to Stations at a distance from their homes, they constantly absent 
themselves and;S]ip cff to visit their relatations. As far as possible I dealt 
leniently with such misconduct during the year, ' as I'was unwilling to be severe 
with men till I bad secured, them a good living wage.' ' ‘ 


The pay of all ranks has now been increased and il am exa’ctiog a higher 
Gtnndard of discipline, '

29. The Building prohletn in the State is at present acute, as few Police 
Stations are fit for habitation, and the majority are absolute ruins. A Police' 
Lines too at Headquarters is very essential for the training of recruits and Sub 
Inspectors, and I hope to build one as soon as funds permit. 

A definite building programme must now be adopted and at least 2 
Pukka-Stations must be constructed every year. In the mean time Kuchha 
stations must be made habitable. 

An office for the Court Inspector and a Havalat are urgently needed at 
Headquarters, and I hope to build both at an early date.

33. The total number of Criminal cases instituted, during the year ' ufadet 
review w'as 1,685 involving 3,272 persons against 1^684 involving 3,398 persons 
respectively for the last year thus showing a decrease of 126 in ttie number of 
pei’sons involved, as compared with the figures of last year The number of persons 
remaining under trial was 218 at the end ol the year against 183 of the last year. 
Criminal Justice was administered equitably and • satisfactorily during the year,
